In the Final Office Action, claims 1-13 and 15 were rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112. 

Further to the Final Office Action, claims 14, 16-19 and 21-25 were allowed. 

In response, Applicant sincerely thanks the examiner for the observations in the Final 
Office Action. To conclude the prosecution of the application and without conceding any 
statements or waiving any arguments in the Final Office Action, independent claim 1 is 
amended, as suggested by the examiner in the Final Office Action. It is believed that 
independent claim 1 now fully complies with 35 U.S.C. 1 12, and withdrawal of the rejection is 
respectfully requested.
